PROSPECTS FOR PEACE 


NOW ENCOURAGING 


Adninlstration PteassS Witt 


Developainls at Niagtra. 


Washington, May 27.—The Mexican 


situation exhibited these cardinal de- 
velopments: 


The Huerto und American missions 


at Niagara Falls were neuring accord 
oa the disposition of the troublesome 
land problem, one of tbe causes of 
Mexican unrest. 


A satisfactory basis for resolving tbp 


dispute l>etween the Huerta govern- 
ment and the United States, the inter- 
national phase of the question, was 
declared to have been reached. 


Denial was made that Carranza had 


refused to consider any form of media- 
tion proposals. Some men in the con- 
ference of the Constitutionalist declar- 
ed that be was closely watching pro- 
ceedings at Niagara Falls and seriously 
considering some proposals. 


Of those developments the view was 


taken in some quarters that reportn 
that the two missions sought to op 
/proach the vexing agrarian problem In 
•a spirit of conciliation seemed moat en- 
couraging. The Huerta delegates wen- 
said to have receded from their orig 
Inal position that the land Issue wn* 
for internal solution only, while the 
American mission gave ground from 
their first viewpoint that it should !«• 
settled at the mediation proceedings.

Dr Yeaney Gave It as His Opinion 


That Hoston, In the Absence of 
a Shown Method 
For the Crime, 


Was Not in Right Maind at the 
Time. 


The attorneys for the prisoner in 


the case in which Clayton- Hoeton 
was charged 
with 
the 
killing of 


James Dunkle near Cataract on Sun- 
day, 
April 1», fought hard to save* 


the nergo from the electric chair. 
Tuesday afternoon and evening were 
devoted by, the court in hearing the 
testimony for the defense, and the 
case was held up pending the consid- 
eration of a hypothetical question prc 
pounded to Dr. Yeaney. 


It Is the plea of the defense that 


Hoston killed Dunkle while he, Hos- 
ton, was suffering from the effects 
of an epileptic fit. It is claimed by 
Hoston that his mind was a blank 
from the time he rose from his chair 
in the dance house and started to- 
ward the door until sometime after- 
wards, when he found himself under 
arrest. 


Long Legal Battle 


A lengthy legal controversy ensued 


this morning when the counsel for 
the prisoner presented its hypotheti- 
cal question, the gist of which was 
whether or not Dr Yeaney thought— 
in the absence of any motive shown 
by the commonwealth for the killing 
of Dunkle, in view of the peculiar 
actions of Hoston after tne crime In 
trying to kick panels off the fence, 
n wandering around the country, In 
returning to the house in? which the 
killing took place early the 
next 


morning, in viewing the dead man 
and in making no attempt to escape 
—that Hoston might have been suf- 
fering from mental aberration 
due 


possibly to a sudden attack of ep- 
lepsy. 


The question was finally admitted 


and Dr. Yeaney 
stated 
that 
he 


:hought Huston was not responsible 
'or his crime because, in the doctor's 
opinion the crime was such a hideou 
one it was impossible to believe that 
a man who was en good terms with 
the dead man, who had shaken hands 
with him and had drank with him, 
would commit the deed In his right 
senses. 


Commonwealth's Question. 


The commonwealth then presented 


to Dr. Yeaney the question whether 
a man who had shown symptoms of 
a peculiar state of mind; who had 
walked to Dunkle's side, placed 
his 


U:"l arm around him, drew 
a knife 


from its sheath, used the knife to 
stab and slash Dunkle, walk out of 
the house, reappear next morning af- 
ter hiding al) night, trying to run 
away when told to halt, was at the 
time suffering from an epileptic fit. 


The doctor said that under such 


circumstances he was of. opinion that 
the man was not in a fit. • 


Dr. Stewart on Stand 


Dr. S.C. Stewart was called to the 
stand a.n-d given a hypothetical qu-es 
tion by the commonweaVth differing 
firojn that asked Dr. Yeaney only in 
constructirn. Dr. Stewart declared it 
as his opinion that a man who acted 
as Hoston didwasmot in an epileptic 
fit at the time. 


It is expected that the case 


go to the jury sometime today. 


The prisoner, when on the stand 


Tuesday, declared that 
he had no 


recollection of anything that 
ed from the time he gave his guitar 
to a woman to hold,! at 1 o'clock on 
Sunday mc-rn-ing until 5 o'clock the 
same morning, wheii he found him 
self lying behind a log about 400 
feet from the house in which Dunkle 
was killed. It was shown by witness- 
es that Hoston had returned to the 
house, gazed at the corpse and then 
started to walk toward Cataract.wher 
he was shot and arrested.

to hear of his country or to see any in 
formation regarding- It, and you will es- 
pecially caution all the officers under your 
command to take care that.

Poor 
Nolan read steadily through the fifth 
canto, stopped a minute and drank 
something and then began, without a 
thought of what was coming:

OLAN must have been in every 


sea and yet almost never on 
land 
He told me once, with a 


grave smile, that no man in tbe 


world lived so methodical a life as be 
"Ypu know tbe boys say I am tbe Iron 
Mask, and you know how busy he 
was." He said it did not do for any 
one to try to read all tbe time more 
than to do anything else all tbe time, 
but that he read just five hours a day 
"Then." he said, "1 keep up my note- 
books, writing In them at such and 
such hours from what 1 have been 
reading, and 1 include In them my 
scrapbooks " These weie very curious 
Indeed 
He bad six or eight, of differ- 


ent subjects 
There was one of his- 


tory, one of natural science, one which 
he called "odds and ends." But they 
were not merely books of extracts 
from newspapers. 
They bad bits of 


Plants and ribbons, shells tied on and 
carved scraps of bone and wood, which 
he had taught the men to cut for him, 
and they were beautifully illustrated. 


Till be grew very old. he always went 


aloft a great deal. He always kept up 
his exercise, and I never beard that be 
was ill. If any other man was 111 he 
was the kindest nurse in the world, 
and he knew more than half the sur- 
geons do Then if anybody waa sick or 
died, or If tbe captain wanted him to 
on any other occasion, he was always 
ready to read prayers I have remark-^ 
ed that be read beautifully. 


My own acquaintance with Philip 


Nolan began six or eight years after 
the war, on my first voyage after I 
was appointed a midshipman. It was 
in the first days after our slave trade 
treaty, while tbe reigning house, which 
was still the bouse of Virginia, bad 
still a sort of sentimentallsm about the 
suppression of tbe horrors of the Mid 
die Passage, and something was some- 
times done that way. 1 first came to 
understand anything about "the man 
without a country" one day when we 
overhauled a dirty little schooner 
which had slaves on board. An officer 
was sent to take charge of her, and 
after a few minutes be sent back hla 
boat to ask that some one might be 
sent him who could speak Portuguese 
We were all looking over the rail when 
the message came, and we all wished 
we could interpret when the captain 
asked who spoke Portuguese But none 
of tbe officers did, and just as tbe cap- 
tain was sending forward to ask If any 
of tbe people could, Nolan stepped out 
and said he should b<> glad to interpret 
if the captain wlsbea. as be understood 
the language The captain thanked 
him. fitted out (mother boat with him. 
and in this boat it was my luck to go 


When we got there it was such a 


scene as you seldom see and never 
want to 
Nnstiness beyond account,

And this one eaya," 
choked out Nolan, "that he baa not 
heard a word from bla borne to six 
mouths, while he baa been locked op hi 
an Infernal barracooh." 


Vaughan always said be grew gray 


himself while Nolan straggled through 
this interpretation, I. who did not un- 
derstand anything of the passion In- 
volved In It. saw that the very ele- 
ments were melting with fervent beat 
and that something waa to pay 
where. Even tbe negroes 
stopped howling as they saw Nolan* 
agony and Vaaghan's almost equal 
agony of sympathy. As quick M be 
could get words, be said: 


"Tell them yea. yea. Tail them they

fellow is dead He has found a home 
at last, and a country 


Since writing this I have received 


from Danfortb. wbo is on board tbe 
Levant, a letter which jrtvea an ac- 
count of Nolan's liutt houra.

NEW HAVEN OWNERS 


Hi DIflClOrS GIlM PlilllBgB Of

Washington, May 27.—Directors of 


the New Haven Railroad company can 
appear before the Interstate commerce 
commission and make voluntary state- 
ments, but they must waive all Im- 
munity In connection with their rela- 
tions with the New Haven Railroad 
company. . The hearing now stamlH 
adjourned until Wednesday, June 3. 


This announcement was made by 


Commissioner McCord, and it brought 
to an-end'for the present the investi- 
gation which the commission has been 
conducting into the affairs of the New 
Haven. 
The announcement of the 


commission came when Commissioner 
McCord announced that the subpoena 
of Lewis Cass Ledyard had been can* 
celed and be was relieved from testi- 
fying. Mr. Ledyard was present and 
wanted to take the stand. 


Attorney General McReynolds is re- 


sponsible for the calling off of the •In- 
vestigation at this time. He conferred 
with the president and convinced the 
latter that the directors should not be 
allowed to testify, as It might grant 
them Immunity In connection with 
proceedings in contemplation in the 
department of justice. The first rea- 
son assigned by Commissioner McCord 
for adjourning the hearing until Wed- 
nesday, June 3, was that examiners 
had not completed certain work, and, 
in addition, it was stated that J. Pier- 
pont Morgan had offered to open np 
the books and records of Morgan & 
Co. 


Mr. Ledyard in discussing the ques- 


tion of appearing said: 


"I cannot say that it is agreeable to 


waive immunity because the sugges- 
tion Itself carries with it the implica- 
tion that I desire immunity. There Is 
nothing for which I desire immunity 
I ain entirely willing that every action 
of mine should be spread broadcast OH 
the record, and I am quite willing tu 
volunteer to appear as a witness and 
waive the possibilities of an immunity 
bath."

MEETS HIS PARTY LEADERS. 


Plan* F«r N«xt Campaign Diceuwcd 


•nd Preparation* For Hard Fight Put 
Under Way—Hi* Third Vi«rt to 
Washington Sine* Leaving White 
Heuee Five Year* Age. 


Washington, May 27.—The visit to 


Washington of Theodore Roosevelt, bis 
third since be quit the presidency 
more than fire yean ago, excited the 
keeneat interest in political as well as 
scientific circles. The ex-president de- 
livered a lecture before the National 
Geographic society and held a con- 
ference with Progressive leaders In 
congress. 


To deliver his lecture was the pri- 


mary object of Colonel Roosevelt's vta- 
la, and scientists beard with great in- 
terest .the story of his recent explora- 
tions in South America. With equal 
interest politicians of all parties await- 
ed the results of the conference of 
party leaders in which the ex-presi- 
dent participated. 


A plan of action for the forthcoming 


congressional campaign was discussed. 


Colonel Roosevelt arrived here at 


3:20 p. m. and remained until mid- 
night 


A large number of persons, includ- 


ing officials of the National Geograph- 
ic society, representatives of the Pro- 
gressive party in congress, personal 
friends and others, bid the colonel wet- 
come on his arrival. The ex-president 
first went to the Smithsonian institu- 
tion to review the exhibits there which 
he procured In his African explora- 
tions. He called at the White House 
and paid his respects to President Wil- 
son. He then went to the house of 
Senator 
Lodge of 
Massachusetts, 


where a reception was given in honor 
of the diplomatic corps. 


The colonel bad dinner at a hotel 


with officials of the National Geo- 
graphic society. His lecture was fol- 
lowed by the conference with leaders 
of the Progressive party In congress at 
the party's headquarters. 


Public ^interest in Colonel 'Koose- 


velt's lecture was attested by the fact 
that the distribution of seats broke all 
records of the Geographic society's of- 
fices and by the tremendous crowds 
around the building.

PRESIDENT REFUSES 
LABOR MEN'S DEMANDS 


Fighl on In Eirmst is Wilstn 


Is Firm la Oielsln. 


Washington, May 27.—President Wil- 


son has definitely accepted the gage 
of battle thrown at his feet by organ- 
ized labor. Under no condition will 
he agree to its demands for exemption 
from the penalties provided in the 
ClnjtO£_anti-tru8t bilL 
Nor will he 


compromise. 


This fact he stated positively and 


emphatically to a subcommittee of the 
house judiciary, consisting of Acting 
Chairman Webb of North Carolina and 
Congressman Carlln and Floyd, who 
called to lay'before him a compromise 
amendment agreed to by the labor con- 
gressmen in the house. 


The fight is now on In earnest. The 


labor representatives claim sufficient 
votes in the house to force an adop- 
tion of the changes In the Clayton bill 
which they demand. The president is 
willing that the fight should be carried 
to the floor, determined to see the 
trust program fall rather than surren- 
der an inch further to the demands. 


Charges of bad faith are flying back 


and forth, the administration forces 
claiming that by a deliberate' piece of 
trickery. Initiated by Congressman Da- 
vid J. Lewis of Maryland, chairman 
of the bouse labor committee, and 
engineered by Judge Alton B. Parker 
of New York, counsel for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, the judiciary 
committee was persuaded to include 
certain other labor concessions In the 
trust bills with the understanding that 
labor would support the measures as 
finally drafted. 


The whole fight revolves about the 


language of section 7 of the Clayton 
bill, which, in its present form, pro- 
vides that nothing In the act shall be 
construed as forbidding the exlstance 
and operation of labor unions, farmers' 
co-operative associations and other as- 
sociations of the kind organized for 
mutual protection.

THE SANITARY NEST. 


If an egg dealer should be asked the 


question, "Were these eggs laid in a 
sanitary nest?" he would likely reply. 
"What on earth is a sanitary neat?" 


The shortest answer Is. A nest where 


nothing foul comes in contact with the 
egg. 


There's that nest under the bog pen, 


on the stable floor, under tbe dropping 
board, where the filth drops through 
cracks on to the egg, or that open top 
neat in the henhouse, over which bens 
bop and into which dirt drops, or that 
neat which is seldom cleaned or the 
straw changed. 


Some people forget that an eggshell 


la only porous lime, that it absorbs 
filth and odors and that moisture, pen- 
etrating the shell, wets the egg skin 
and thus lets in microbes. 


Just now there is going up a protest 


from California to tbe government 
against the admission of Chinese eggs, 
because "the Chinese are the most in- 
sanitary people on earth," and their 
eggs partake of their environments. 


Ton wouldn't like to eat "Chink" 


eggs, either, nor do your egg customers 
want anything insanitary. Eggs laid 
in insanitary nests or kept in an insan- 
itary place partake of their surround- 
ings. 


They are not good to eat they are 


poor keepers, and that's why so much 
of tbe egg crop spoils. 


Better look up those nests and see if 


they are O. K , and remember our defi- 
nition—a sanitary nest Is a nest where 
nothing foul comes in contact with the 
egg.

Niagara Falls. Ont., May 27.—The 


latest developments here Indicate tha 
the Mexican and American delegates 
as a result of their conferences with 
mediators over the agrarian problem 
are converging toward a point when- 
they can meet on some common grounc 
of agreement looking toward an ulti 
mate solution by Mexico herself of the 
vexed and vexing land questions.

The Mexican land question Is recog- 


nized by all as a fertile breeder of rev- 
olutions or sectional uprisings. 
It is 


virtually conceded here that insistent 
demand by the United States for a 
guarantee In precise terms cannot be 
met by the Mexican representatives, 
ince they nave no power firmly to 
Jlnd such an independent government 
is this mediation conference aims to 
bring into existence. 


The delegates from the United States 
loubtless will have to.content them- 
elves with the best pledge the Mt>xt- 
aii delegates are able to sive and to 
rely upon this promise that the ur- 
angement will be honestly carried out. 


For Provisional President. 


The Mexican delegates are about 
eady to present a list of suitable per 
ons from which to choose a provl- 
ional president, the American govern- 
ment and the mediators to indicate one 
vho would I'e acceptable. 
It is the intention of the Mexicans to 
resent a declaration of principle on 
he land problem anil in respect of ed 
rational reforms. 
They expect tlnit 


he provisional president to be chosen 
will appoint a cabinet representing the 
varied political interests of the coun- 
try nnd that there shall be assure*! a 
fair election for a new president and 
chamber of deputies, with guarantees 
for the equitable treatment of all fac- 
tions. 


They fully expect that the provi- 


sional government established as a re- 
sult of the mediation Is to be accorded 
prompt recognition by the United 
States. They are very hopeful of the 
success of this program.

the nergo from the electric chair. 
Tuesday afternoon and evening were 
devoted by, the court in hearing the 
testimony for the defense, and the 
case was held up pending the consid- 
eration of a hypothetical question prc 
pounded to Dr. Yeaney. 


It Is the plea of the defense that 


Hoston killed Dunkle while he, Hos- 
ton, was suffering from the effects 
of an epileptic fit. It is claimed by 
Hoston that his mind was a blank 
from the time he rose from his chair 
in the dance house and started to- 
ward the door until sometime after- 
wards, when he found himself under 
arrest. 


Long Legal Battle 


A lengthy legal controversy ensued 


this morning when the counsel for 
the prisoner presented its hypotheti- 
cal question, the gist of which was 
whether or not Dr Yeaney thought— 
in the absence of any motive shown 
by the commonwealth for the killing 
of Dunkle, in view of the peculiar 
actions of Hoston after tne crime In 
trying to kick panels off the fence, 
n wandering around the country, In 
returning to the house in? which the 
killing took place early the 
next 


morning, in viewing the dead man 
and in making no attempt to escape 
—that Hoston might have been suf- 
fering from mental aberration 
due 


possibly to a sudden attack of ep- 
lepsy. 


The question was finally admitted 


and Dr. Yeaney 
stated 
that 
he 


:hought Huston was not responsible 
'or his crime because, in the doctor's 
opinion the crime was such a hideou 
one it was impossible to believe that 
a man who was en good terms with 
the dead man, who had shaken hands 
with him and had drank with him, 
would commit the deed In his right 
senses. 


Commonwealth's Question.

the man was not in a fit. •

Guarding Against Freckles.

Mr 
Marshal, make my respects to Lien- 
tenant Mitchell at Orleans and request 
him to order that no one shall men- 
tion the United States to the prisoner 
while he la on board ship. Ton will 
receive your written orders from the 
officer on duty here this evening. The 
court la adjourned without day." 


I have always supposed that Colonel 


Morgan himself took the proceedings 
of the court to Washington city and 
explained them to Mr. Jefferson. Cer- 
tain it Is that the president approved 
them—certain, that Is, If I may be- 
lieve tbe men wbo say they have seen 
his signature. Before the Nautilus got 
round from New Orleans to tbe north- 
ern Atlantic coast with the prisoner on 
board tbe sentence bad been approved, 
and he was a man without a country. 


When I was second officer of the 


Intrepid some thirty years after 1 saw 
the original paper of Instructions: 
Washington (with the date, which must 
have been late in 1S07) 


Blr—You will receive from Lit. Neale the 
penon of Philip Nolan, late a lieutenant 
In the United Statue army. 
This person on hie trial by court mar- 


tial expressed with an oath the wish that 
ha might never hear of the United States 
again. 


The court sentences blm to have his 
wish fulfilled. 


For the present the execution of the or- 


der la Intrusted by the president to this 
department. 


Ton will take the prisoner on board your 
ship aad keap him there with such pre- 
cautions aa shall prevent bis escape. 


You will provide him with such quarters, 


ration* and clothing as would be proper 
for an officer of hla late rank If he were 
a passenger on your vessel on the busi- 
ness of his government. 


The gentlemen on board will make any 
arrangements agreeable to themselves re- 
garding his society Be U to be exposed 
to no Indignity of any kind, nor la he ever 
unnecessarily to be reminded that he Is a 
prisoner. 


But under no circumstances Is ho ever 


to hear of his country or to see any in 
formation regarding- It, and you will es- 
pecially caution all the officers under your 
command to take care that. In tbe various 
Indulgences which may be granted, this 
rule, tn which, his punishment U Involved 
shall not be broken 


It la the intention of the government 
that he shall never again see the country 
which he has disowned 
Before the end 


of your cruise you will receive orders 
which will give effect to thla intention

Well, nobody thought 
there could be any risk of anything na- 
tional in that, so Nolan was permit- 
ted to Join the circle one afternoon 
when a lot of them sat on deck smok- 
ing and reading aloud. Nolan took the 
book and read to the others, and be 
read very well, as I know. Nobody In 
the circle knew a line of the poem, 
only it was all magic and border chiv- 
alry and was 10,000 yeare ago. Poor 
Nolan read steadily through the fifth 
canto, stopped a minute and drank 
something and then began, without a 
thought of what was coming: 
"Breathes then the man with soul ao 


dead 


Wbo never to himself hath said. 
" This Is my own, my native landr " 


Then the*- all saw something was to 


pay, bat be expected to get through, I 
suppose, turned a little pale, but 
plunged on:

OLAN must have been in every 


sea and yet almost never on 
land 
He told me once, with a 


grave smile, that no man in tbe 


world lived so methodical a life as be 
"Ypu know tbe boys say I am tbe Iron 
Mask, and you know how busy he 
was." He said it did not do for any 
one to try to read all tbe time more 
than to do anything else all tbe time, 
but that he read just five hours a day 
"Then." he said, "1 keep up my note- 
books, writing In them at such and 
such hours from what 1 have been 
reading, and 1 include In them my 
scrapbooks " These weie very curious 
Indeed 
He bad six or eight, of differ- 


ent subjects 
There was one of his- 


tory, one of natural science, one which 
he called "odds and ends." But they 
were not merely books of extracts 
from newspapers. 
They bad bits of 


Plants and ribbons, shells tied on and 
carved scraps of bone and wood, which 
he had taught the men to cut for him, 
and they were beautifully illustrated. 


Till be grew very old. he always went 


aloft a great deal. He always kept up 
his exercise, and I never beard that be 
was ill. If any other man was 111 he 
was the kindest nurse in the world, 
and he knew more than half the sur- 
geons do Then if anybody waa sick or 
died, or If tbe captain wanted him to 
on any other occasion, he was always 
ready to read prayers I have remark-^ 
ed that be read beautifully. 


My own acquaintance with Philip 


Nolan began six or eight years after 
the war, on my first voyage after I 
was appointed a midshipman. It was 
in the first days after our slave trade 
treaty, while tbe reigning house, which 
was still the bouse of Virginia, bad 
still a sort of sentimentallsm about the 
suppression of tbe horrors of the Mid 
die Passage, and something was some- 
times done that way. 1 first came to 
understand anything about "the man 
without a country" one day when we 
overhauled a dirty little schooner 
which had slaves on board. An officer 
was sent to take charge of her, and 
after a few minutes be sent back hla 
boat to ask that some one might be 
sent him who could speak Portuguese 
We were all looking over the rail when 
the message came, and we all wished 
we could interpret when the captain 
asked who spoke Portuguese But none 
of tbe officers did, and just as tbe cap- 
tain was sending forward to ask If any 
of tbe people could, Nolan stepped out 
and said he should b<> glad to interpret 
if the captain wlsbea. as be understood 
the language The captain thanked 
him. fitted out (mother boat with him. 
and in this boat it was my luck to go 


When we got there it was such a 


scene as you seldom see and never 
want to 
Nnstiness beyond account,

MEETS HIS PARTY LEADERS. 


Plan* F«r N*xt Campaign Di*cu***d 


•nd Preparation* For Hard Fight Put 
Under Way—Hi* Third Vi*rt to 
Washington Sine* Leaving White 
Heuee Five Year* Age. 


Washington, May 27.—The visit to 


Washington of Theodore Roosevelt, bis 
third since be quit the presidency 
more than fire yean ago, excited the 
keeneat interest in political as well as 
scientific circles. The ex-president de- 
livered a lecture before the National 
Geographic society and held a con- 
ference with Progressive leaders In 
congress. 


To deliver his lecture was the pri- 


mary object of Colonel Roosevelt's vta- 
la, and scientists beard with great in- 
terest .the story of his recent explora- 
tions in South America. With equal 
interest politicians of all parties await- 
ed the results of the conference of 
party leaders in which the ex-presi- 
dent participated. 


A plan of action for the forthcoming 


congressional campaign was discussed. 


Colonel Roosevelt arrived here at 


3:20 p. m. and remained until mid- 
night 


A large number of persons, includ- 


ing officials of the National Geograph- 
ic society, representatives of the Pro- 
gressive party in congress, personal 
friends and others, bid the colonel wet- 
come on his arrival. The ex-president 
first went to the Smithsonian institu- 
tion to review the exhibits there which 
he procured In his African explora- 
tions. He called at the White House 
and paid his respects to President Wil- 
son. He then went to the house of 
Senator 
Lodge of 
Massachusetts, 


where a reception was given in honor 
of the diplomatic corps. 


The colonel bad dinner at a hotel 


with officials of the National Geo- 
graphic society. His lecture was fol- 
lowed by the conference with leaders 
of the Progressive party In congress at 
the party's headquarters. 


Public ^interest in Colonel 'Koose- 


velt's lecture was attested by the fact 
that the distribution of seats broke all 
records of the Geographic society's of- 
fices and by the tremendous crowds 
around the building.

PRESIDENT REFUSES 
LABOR MEN'S DEMANDS 


Fighl on In Eirmst is Wilstn 


Is Firm la Oielsln. 


Washington, May 27.—President Wil- 


son has definitely accepted the gage 
of battle thrown at his feet by organ- 
ized labor. Under no condition will 
he agree to its demands for exemption 
from the penalties provided in the 
ClnjtO£_anti-tru8t bilL 
Nor will he 


compromise. 


This fact he stated positively and 


emphatically to a subcommittee of the 
house judiciary, consisting of Acting 
Chairman Webb of North Carolina and 
Congressman Carlln and Floyd, who 
called to lay'before him a compromise 
amendment agreed to by the labor con- 
gressmen in the house. 


The fight is now on In earnest. The 


labor representatives claim sufficient 
votes in the house to force an adop- 
tion of the changes In the Clayton bill 
which they demand. The president is 
willing that the fight should be carried 
to the floor, determined to see the 
trust program fall rather than surren- 
der an inch further to the demands. 


Charges of bad faith are flying back 


and forth, the administration forces 
claiming that by a deliberate' piece of 
trickery. Initiated by Congressman Da- 
vid J. Lewis of Maryland, chairman 
of the bouse labor committee, and 
engineered by Judge Alton B. Parker 
of New York, counsel for the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, the judiciary 
committee was persuaded to include 
certain other labor concessions In the 
trust bills with the understanding that 
labor would support the measures as 
finally drafted. 


The whole fight revolves about the 


language of section 7 of the Clayton 
bill, which, in its present form, pro- 
vides that nothing In the act shall be 
construed as forbidding the exlstance 
and operation of labor unions, farmers' 
co-operative associations and other as- 
sociations of the kind organized for 
mutual protection.

THE SANITARY NEST. 


If an egg dealer should be asked the 


question, "Were these eggs laid in a 
sanitary nest?" he would likely reply. 
"What on earth is a sanitary neat?" 


The shortest answer Is. A nest where 


nothing foul comes in contact with the 
egg.There's that nest under the bog pen, 
on the stable floor, under tbe dropping 
board, where the filth drops through 
cracks on to the egg, or that open top 
neat in the henhouse, over which bens 
bop and into which dirt drops, or that 
neat which is seldom cleaned or the 
straw changed. 


Some people forget that an eggshell 


la only porous lime, that it absorbs 
filth and odors and that moisture, pen- 
etrating the shell, wets the egg skin 
and thus lets in microbes. 


Just now there is going up a protest 


from California to tbe government 
against the admission of Chinese eggs, 
because "the Chinese are the most in- 
sanitary people on earth," and their 
eggs partake of their environments. 


Ton wouldn't like to eat "Chink" 


eggs, either, nor do your egg customers 
want anything insanitary. Eggs laid 
in insanitary nests or kept in an insan- 
itary place partake of their surround- 
ings. 


They are not good to eat they are 


poor keepers, and that's why so much 
of tbe egg crop spoils. 


Better look up those nests and see if 


they are O. K , and remember our defi- 
nition—a sanitary nest Is a nest where 
nothing foul comes in contact with the 
egg.

Mexican Delegates Show Disposition to 


Meet Americana Halfway In Sugges- 
tions to Projected Proviaional Gov- 
ernment—New Cabinet Will Repre- 
sent .Varied Interests. 


Niagara Falls. Ont., May 27.—The 


latest developments here Indicate tha 
the Mexican and American delegates 
as a result of their conferences with 
mediators over the agrarian problem 
are converging toward a point when- 
they can meet on some common grounc 
of agreement looking toward an ulti 
mate solution by Mexico herself of the 
vexed and vexing land questions. 


The1 fact that the Mexicans had an 


npunced that they would issue a for 
mal statement was taken as a sign that 
:hey are willing tn have the question 
considered in some form by the con- 
ference here. 
They are hopeful of 


meeting the United States halfway in 
*he adoption of some suggestion to be 
lubmltted to the projected provisional 
government in Mexico, which may be 
used as a guide to n final solution. 


The Mexican land question Is recog- 


nized by all as a fertile breeder of rev- 
olutions or sectional uprisings. 
It is 


virtually conceded here that insistent 
demand by the United States for a 
guarantee In precise terms cannot be 
met by the Mexican representatives, 
ince they nave no power firmly to 
Jlnd such an independent government 
is this mediation conference aims to 
bring into existence. 


The delegates from the United States 
loubtless will have to.content them- 
elves with the best pledge the Mt>xt- 
aii delegates are able to sive and to 
rely upon this promise that the ur- 
angement will be honestly carried out. 


For Provisional President. 


The Mexican delegates are about 
eady to present a list of suitable per 
ons from which to choose a provl- 
ional president, the American govern- 
ment and the mediators to indicate one 
vho would I'e acceptable. 
It is the intention of the Mexicans to 
resent a declaration of principle on 
he land problem anil in respect of ed 
rational reforms. 
They expect tlnit 


he provisional president to be chosen 
will appoint a cabinet representing the 
varied political interests of the coun- 
try nnd that there shall be assure*! a 
fair election for a new president and 
chamber of deputies, with guarantees 
for the equitable treatment of all fac- 
tions. 


They fully expect that the provi- 


sional government established as a re- 
sult of the mediation Is to be accorded 
prompt recognition by the United 
States. They are very hopeful of the 
success of this program.
